Warsaw, July 18.

Particularly hag the tour been 
valuable in giving people in 
Malaya who never in their lives 
will watch first-class cricket in 
England or. Australia a chance of 
seeing the best there is. Britain 
rightly prides herself on her en- 
thusiasm for sport, and the won- 
derful way in which it has been 
developed in every’ place where the 
British flag flies has perhaps had 
more to do with the cementing 
of good relations than all the 
efforts of the politicians. 

We sincerely hope that there 
will be other visits of the kind, 
when the visitors may find it pos- 


‘sible to bring two or three re- 


serves and the programme can 
be spread over a longer period. In 
future the doings of Australian 
cricketers will be read with spo- 
cial interest by enthusiasts of var- 
ious races in’ Malaya, and of cer- 
tain of the players readers will, be 
able to say that they have seen 
them play on Malayan grounds, 

From the point of view of the 
Malayan resident also the visit 
has done much to quicken inter- 
est .in Australia itself. One 
wishes that the journey was just 
a few days shorter so that a trip 
to Australia could-come within 
the compass of a spell of short 
leave. It is. said that there is a 
possibility of this being done 
wilhin not so very long n time. 
The more people of different parts 
of the Empire, see’ of each other 
and get some insight into cach 
other’s problems the better 
will relations be. , 

Discovering The East. 

It ‘is gratifying to find that 
the East is being more and more 
discovered by Australians .as an 
excellent place in which to take a 
holiday, though it is to: be fear- 
ed that a large proportion of ther 
do not carry their journey. beyond 
Java. 

If the advertising which the

UNIQUE GEM FOR BRITISH 
MUSEUM. 


The British Museum of Natural 
History through the action of 
the Trustees, recently saved for 
permanent preservation a magni- 
ficent crystal of beryl of gem 
quality, which in the | ordinary 
course of’ events would havé been 
heated to give it the necessary 
blue colour and then cut up for 
ornamental purposes. 

The crystal, which is from 
Brazil, standy 18 centimetres 
high, has a diameter of ten to 
twelve centimetres, and weighs 
2,505 grams: The gem is excep- 
tional in size, and is remarkable 
for its crystal-line development, 
nothing like it being known in 
any museum collection, p 

Purchases for the Geological 
Department included a. beau- 
tifully preserved. and 
ed out — skeleton 
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ichthyosaur, near 18 ft. long,|q 


on a slab of lias shale from Holz- 
maden, Wurtemburg. Only a 
model of the specimen was shown 
to the Trustees, but the original 
is believed to represent a new 
species of the senus Burhino- 
saurus, of which there is only one 
other example known, and is pre- 
served in the Stuttgart Museum. 
The genus is so named because 
of the exceptionally long snout 
characterising its members. 

Geology also acquired the well- 
preserved skull of a crocodile from 
the Miocene of the Moghara 
Oasis in Egypt, the only other 
specimen, less perfect, being in 
the Museum at Cairo. 
Purchases for the Department. 
of Zoology included a large and 
very rare Squid . (Stenotheuthis 
caroli), which. was washed ashore 
in March last at Scarborough.

;|exiguous with the passage of 

time and the increase of popula- 

tion, <A large fraction of the 

globe is very seriously over- 

populated, and in’ face of. this 

simple fact the moral right of 

six million people to pursue 

what must appear a dog-in-the- 

manger. policy in a huge contin- 

ent cannot much longer go un- 

challenged. We may subscribe 

whole-heartedly to the “White 

Australia” doctrine as an ideal 
| transcending any possible alter- 

native;; we may attempt to 

justify it on ethnic, eugenic, 

economic ‘and sociological 
') grounds; but we cannot hope to 
win the concurrence of those 
whose interests lie in another 
direction, and who insist upon 
putting the plain, embarrassing 
question: ‘Can you justify it on 
moral grounds? Have you, the 
happy and: fortunate few, any 
right to exclude , the miserable 
and unfortunate millions who 
are living cramped lives in the 
‘world’s-— densely-——pop 
preas?”) ears 

Upon this moral issue, Mr. 
Chidell: thinks, a war might 
easily be fought, “The moral 
aspect of the debate,” he says, 
“will be more dubious than it 
was during the European war.” 
Writing without extravagance 
of the baneful effects of the pro- 
fessional’ sensation-monger, he 
builds up what appears an un- 
assailable case, based upon data 
collected’ from .

‘EXIT SHALE OIL. 


THE ROMANCE OF THE’ 
SCOTTISH FIELDS. 


What has been for ‘almost a cen- 


‘tury a prominent industry in Scot- 


land is now becoming a thing of 
the past. The recent news of the 
closing down of the mines and 
works of the Scottish shale-oll in- 
dustry marks the end of a dream 
of prosperity that has never at 
any time become really true (writes 
“R. T.” in the Glasgow “Evening 
News") : ‘Situated in a district 
whose centre is twelve miles west 
of Edinburgh much was hoped for | 
‘from the wide shale field. It was 
thought that the increasing use of 
oil would mean a corresponding in- 
creasing profit, Foreign competi- 
tion decided otherwise. % 

The shale-oil industry began in 
a small way about the middle of 
last century. The pioneer in the 
industry was Jamea Young, of 
Kelly, who, under,a patent, pro- 
duced paraffin and paraffin-oil from 
shale, Especially:. was solid 
paraffin produced with some success 
and consequent profit, Trained as 
a working joiner under his father, 
James Young at length entered the 
Andersonlan College at Glasgow, 
and latterly became assistant in 
the chemistry laboratory.there. In 
that capacity he taught David
